TULLYTOWH. 


Memorial serices for the late President 


were held in the M. E. Church last Sun- 
day evening. The services were conducted 
by the pastor assisted by the Bev. Mr. 
Shaw. The pastor Rev. Thomas J. Elliot, 
preached an eloquent sermon eulogizing 
the character and public services of the 
President. In closing the pastor urged 
all residents of Tullytown to join in con- 
tributing to the proposed memorial to be 
erected in Fairmonnt Park, Philadelphia. 
Upon request of Mr. Elliot, ex-Judge Amos 
Briggs made a few remarks, tbe tenor of 
which was that all citizens should join in 
the movement to suppress by legal means 
the spread of anarchy, and that it is the 
duty of the government to stamp it out. 


The discussion in the Bristol papers of 


the alleged corruption in the last Republi- 
can convention is fruitless. It is well 
known that transportation Is always fur- 
nished on these occasions and the furnish- 
ing of a little something else on the side 
with the transportation is a natural result 
of the present mass convention system. In 
the intrest of true reform and cleaner pol- 
itics the rules should be changed and the 
mass convention abolished.

This latter improvement, in spite of tbe 
efforts of council to induce companies to 
wire the town by granting favorable ordi- 
nances, has as yet steered clear of this 
place, the town never having been wired 
for lighting purposes.

Firmness. 


So much is to be gained by moderation 


and firmness of speech, as opposed to hy- 
sterical passion, that it is worth while for 
every one to try to learn how to control 
the tongue and the pen en as to obtain the 
treatest amount of influence over others. 
Strong language is never needed to on- 
'orce the opinion of a man who is firm in 
its faith, cleat in expression and logical 
n his methods. It is usually the resort of 
bullies, of those who cannot reason, or of 
men who are guided by their prejudices 
rather than by logical deductions from 
acts. The objection to strong or intem- 
perate language is that it gives rise, un- 
necessarily, to contentious opposition. A 
radical in religion or politics takes such 
extreme views and urges them so offensive- 
y that he provokes quarrels, yet never 
makes a convert. 
Another man, just as 


firm in his convictions, more moderate In 
giving expression to them and more con- 
siderate of the opinions of other people, 
ian say substantially the same things with- 
out irritating those who differ with him. 
Ie does not provoke a quarrel, but invites 
calm discussion. He thus has the cnance 


at least of winning people over to his views, 
whereas the radical drives them off at 
once. Moreover, the moderate man may 
emain firm because he says nothing that 
ie cannot maintain, whereas the radical 
s necessarily vacillating. He goes to such 
ixtremes that he is obliged to retract and 
oses the respect of his hearers because he 
s not consistent or firm. Firmness, It ie 
o be observed, is consistent only with in- 
telligent honest thought. The ignorant 
may be unyielding, but in their case obsti- 
nacy takes the place of firmness. One 
who has well-settled principles, a mind 
:ree from prejudice and a disposition to 
ihink before speaking, can be firm in ex- 
>reesion and unyielding in his adherence 
o opinions once expressed without being 
obstinate. Such a man wins the respect 
not merely of his followers, or of those 
who agree with him, but also of his oppo- 
nents, and is much more influential than 
he radical who presents extreme views 
n strong language. Frequently the teach- 
irs or leaders of men are obliged to com- 
>at some widespread movement resting 
terhaps on sentiment, and to do BO suc- 
cessfully they must be considerate of the 
eelings of those whom they address, mod- 
rate in their language and yet firm. 
?hey would bo misunderstood if they 
hould use violent language or attempt 
wereion, and would thereby lose Influence, 
firmness, coolness, deliberation, these are 
he elements that allay strife and convince 
be understanding, Hot-headednesa, ex- 
ravagance of 
language, ill-considered 


ailing may stir men to action, but they 
Iso arouse opposition and do nothing to 
Tomote the rational settlement of dis- 
mtes.

Norristown, Pa., Sept. 23, 1601. 


The fatal blow that laid oar President 


low and filled all the land with woe boa 
wrought a revolution in all the affairs of 
State; our beloved McKinley lie* dead in 
his silent Canton tomb, and a new Presi- 
dent is in the chair at Washington and 
Commander in Chief of all the Army and 
Navy of the United States. It does not 
follow thai there will be any change—ex- 
cept the great change that is—Roosevelt 
instead of McKinley; a New Yoker instead 
of an Ohioan for Executive. 
However 


much the new Chief may endeavor to carry 
forward the designs of the expired officer 
so far as intentions for the future may be 
gathered from the course pursued by the 
past, yet true it is that a new head and 
hand and heart now must make the inter- 
pretations for coming time and progressive ' 
manifestations of existing orders, decrees, 
appointments and applications of public ' 
law and protocols. The ultimate aim of 
the two men may have been the same, but 
these two men differ in very many essent- 
ials: in temperament, education, thought, 
modes of operation and methods of State 
craft : just as they differed in manner of 
electioneering and in style of dress and 
address. 
The graceful conduct of ex-' 


President Cleveland during the period of 
gloom which has hung over the Nation like i 
a pall since that fatal Friday in Buffalo, | 
has endeared him to his old constituents , 
with new love and renewed and enlarged j 
affection. 
On occasions like these it is a 


good time to shake hands and renew the 
bonds of loyalty to our Republic and the 
high emprise of its national existence.

A new revolution is also on foot in Penn- 


sylvania. I can see the tide slowly ris- 
ing and hear the tardy troubled rumbling 
of the elements heaving in the great com- 
monwealth from Lake Erie to the Dela- 
ware. It is something like the tidal wave 
that swept over New England, New York 
and the Northwest in 1866 for Fremont 
and Freedom. The poor despised wooly 
heads were spat upon and condemned with 
contemptuous sneer and high headed, long 
necked lauteur, but the waving of their 
banners in that campaign fanned the free 
breezes of the-North until they gathered 
into a tempest of irresistible power by 1860 
and swept Lincoln into the Wbite House 
and the slave power into the sea of obli- 
vion. Great revolutions rise slowly, but 
they do rise.

The acts of the last Legislature of the 


State were more than the people could en- 
dure. With halting and half concealing 
phrase the State convention passed over 
its demerits and relegated to the counties 
the duty of attending to the offenders in 
their own good time. When we come to 
elect another Legislature this subject 
will come UD again, and will not down. 
What would the editors say if a law had 
been passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature, taking away all the printing of 
public notices and proclamations in every 
county from all the newspapers in each 
county except one newspaper to be named 
by the Governor or a Judge. 
Yet by one 


sweep of tbe pen, the Legislature, by an 
unconstitutional act, in this county took 
from our two competent judges all their 
power to act as Orphans' Court Judges 
which had always appertained to their 
judicial functions, created one lawyer aud- 
itor in all estates and took away that wise 
distribution of the business which belong- 
ed to all the members of the bar, when no 
such law was asked for by the people, or 
demanded by any necessity, nor advertised 
as required by the Constituion. 
Not 


alone in Montgomery was this outrage in- 
flicted but in Philadelphia by wholesale 
usurpation, and in other ports of the State, 
equally without precedent authority under 
good government—any mandate of the 
Constitution or initiative of the electors 
and freeholders of the State 1 There was 
no initiative of the people or referendum to 
tbe people—it was simply abject decapita- 
tion and corrupt connivance with tbe vilest 
sentiment that can animate a legislative 
mind. There was no honor in it. 
"Say, 


what is honor? 'Tia the nfiest sense of 
justice which the human mind can frajne, 
intent each lurking frailty to disclaim, 
and guard the way of life from all offence 
suffered or done." Men«nred by every 
standard of right, reason, fidelity and 
constitutional sanction the acts of the 
Legislature are in violation of good faith, 
good law, sound morals and the common- 
weal. 
* * * 


The Republicans and the Democrats 


have each held their autumnal convention 
and the nominees are before the people. 
The Democrats nominated an ex-member 
of the Legislature for the years 1877 and 
1878, John Larzalere, for Sheriff, and the 
Republicans have nominated a member of 
the Legislature of 1901-1902, I. W. Halde- 
man, for the office of Sheriff also. This 
means a contest. If Haldeman does not re- 
sign his office as Assemblyman, which he 
holds for two years from his election, and 
should be elected to the office of Sheriff he 
would hold two offices at the same time. 
The Legislature is liable to be convened 
at any time by the Governor. It was so 
convened in June 1883 and remained in 
session from June 7 to December 6 of that 
year; and again October 13, 1891, to No- 
vember 11, 1891, and often in former 
years. Tbe Democrats have made strong 
nominations for Treasurer, Sheriff and 
Judge; the Republicans have made excep- 
tionally good nominations for Judge, Dis- 
trict Attorney, Poor Directors and Coro- 
ner. So our people have good material to 
pick from. 
The Prohibitionists do not 


figure much in our county—they have not 
strengthened their position one particle in 
60 years. Indeed, 50 years ago they had a 
powerful organ at Norristown, and when 
Dr. Joseph Moyer, o!' Hilltown, Bucks 
county, toon hold of it, the "Olive Branch" 
as it was called, became a veritable fire 
brand—it wellded great power. The Dem- 
ocrats are poorly supplied with papers 
also—the Norristown Register and the 
Hatboro Journal being the most .potential.

The arrival of the Czar of Russia with 


his wife at Dunkirk in the Norde and his 
entry afterwards at the beautiful city of 
Compiegne—which the French people pro- 
nounce so pleasantly Kom-pe-din—during 
the past week is an event of more than or- 
dinary interest to the intelligent reader of 
today. It means an act of friendship, 
though bestowed in his autocratic way, on 
the part of the Emperor of all the Ruesias 
towards the President and the people of 
the joung French Republic. 
While Ibis 


town in the department of Oise, on the 
Oise, is no larger than Norristown or Bris- 
tol on the Delaware, yet it is much more 
famous and beautiful, attractive and his- 
torical than our respective ancient bor- 
oughs. Oompiegne has a splendid palace, 
one of the finest of the many in France, 
rebuilt under Louis XIV., XV. and XVI. 
and magnificently renovated and adorned 
by Napoleon, is surrounded by spacious 
parks and a forest of 30,000 acres. Joans 
of Arc was made prlosner in 1430 and here 
Napoleon espoused Marie-Louise in 
1810. 


If our people had the taste, energy, art 
and pride of the people of France, Norris- 
town would have a beautiful park on the 
weedy bosky island in the Sobnylkill now 
rotting thereunder .meagre culture of her 
one hundred acres of magnificent territory. 
But all antiquity is relative and that of 
American towns scarcely deserves the name 
of archaic when compared with England 
and France, and what they have to show 
and what Is their antiquity compared to 
Rome or Rome with Greece, "while even 
those who fought upon the ringing plains 
of windy Troy are bnt as prattling chil- 
dren In the presence of the hoary age of 
the Pharaohs. ' American types of cities 
end town* are very much alike; bnt the 
cities and town* of the Old World from, 
the Orient to the Occident are full of In- 
terest to the travelers from this continent; 
and this is the reason so many of our peo- 
ple who can afford it seize the opportunity 
to travel thrnogh the land of our forefath- 
ers. Many people will say, why do yon 
travel abroad until you have seen all of 
yonr own country at home? The answer is: 
That if we see one or two large cities of 
oar own land we have seen type* of all- 
Washington 
alone being distinguished 


from the uiu«l widths common ran, Na- 


iurt has done flSmuOb lot America's* for 
tbe Old World; but art is thousand* ot 
yeais older there than here; and history 
was hoary with age when Troy went down. 
Even the ride across the ocean fill* the 
mind with inspiration and as we look out 
upon the billows we can recall the afiatus 
which thrilled Byron as he wrote of tbe 
sea:

STORIES OF BANK NOTEa 


(tncer B»cor#» at Some of Those I'ra- 


•er>e<l In England. 
| 


A curious and interesting volume might I 


be written on the adventures of some 
Bank of England notes from the day i 
when they leave tbe printing press, clean 
and crisp and beautiful, to the last day 
of their varied careers, when, shorn of i 
signature and with a hole punched 
through the figures which have made 
them so attracts e, they are-bundled into 
a close furnace and converted into ashes. 


Their leases of life vary as widely as 


their adventures, for, while some return 
to the fold with their work done within 
a day or two, there may be seen m 
Threadneedle street a note which was 
wandering for a centuiy and a quarter 
before it came again into the "O'd 
Lady's" keeping. 


One of the most historically Interesting 


of bank notes was that for £1,000 with 
which Admiral Cochiane paid the In- 
iquitous fine imposed on him m 1814. 
It 


may be remembeied that this most gal- 
lant of sailors had been accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the Stock Exchange 
by circulating a false teport of th» ^eath 
of Napoleon and had been sentenced to a 
fine of £1,000, 12 months' imprisonment 
and an hour in the pillory. 
j 


A public subscription was raised among 


his constituents for the payment of his 
fine, and the admiral thus indorsed the 
note which they presented him: 


CJUTOI CBAMBEII, KINO'S BENCH Pusox, 


July 3, 1815. 


My health having suffered by long and close 


conflniment and my oppressors being resolved to 
deprive roe of property or life, I submit to rob- 
bery to protect myself from murder in the hope 
that I shall live to bring the delinquents to jus- 
tice. 
CoClIRiME. 


Once and only once tbe bank Issued by 


mistake a note for a penny, which for 
some years -was a source of annoyance 
and anxiety. Like a willful and stubborn 
sheep, it would not come back to the fold, 
and it w«s only recovered when the bank 
in despair offered a reward of £5 tor its 
return. 


In a mood of rare extravagance the 


bank once printed four notes, each for 
£1,000,000, and promptly destroyed the 
plate. Two of these notes came into the 
very appropnate hands of Rothschilds 
and Coutts, where for a time they at- 
tracted many open mouthed spectators. 
The only notes approaching these m 
value were two for £100,000 each, which 
were destined to a very "short life." 


Bank of England notes have often, as 


perhaps is not unnatural, been associated 
with tragedies and crime. It is not many 
years since a young gentleman of the 
name of Swann was found dead, shot by 
bis own hand, in a London attic. He had 
squandered a large fortune in every kind 
of dissipation, and when he was reduced 
to his last £5 note he decided that life had 
nothing more to offer him. 


On a table by the side of his revolver 


was found a charred portion of a bank 
note, with which, hi bravado, he had lit 
his last cigar, and on it these words were 
penciled, "The last note of a dying 
Swann." 


In the days when to steal or forge a 


bank note was a crime punishable by 
death the hiatoiles of many noteg were 
tragic in the extreme. The circumstances 
of one memorable case are peculiarly sad. 


A certain young man called Howland 


was accused by his uncle, a merchant hi 
the city, of stealing a £50 note from the 
writing table in his study. Although it 
was not proved that tbe note had ever 
been in his possession or that it had been 
cashed, the circumstances were consider- 
ed suspicious enough to justify convic- 
tion, and the young man, who was pop 
ular and of irreproachable character, was 
sentenced to death. 


Some years after his execution the note 


for which his life was sacrificed was 
found in a recess in the library chimney, 
where it la supposed a draft had carried 
It.—London Tit-Bits. 


How Ther Repealed tbe Law. 


Wllhelm Liebknecht in his memoirs of 


Karl Marx tells how the people of Lon- 
don forced the repeal of the law pro- 
hibiting the sale of beer on Sunday, 
which at the time was claimed to have 
been made by the aristocrats to "impiess 
virtue and morale on the common peo- 
ple." 


"Bat the people of London," says Lieb- 


knecht, "don't understand a joke when 
an attack is made on their stomachs. By 
the hundred thousand they wandered out 
to Hyde park on the Sunday after the 
passage of that bill and thundered into 
the ears of the pious aristocratic males 
and females who were enjoying their 
sides in carriages and on horseback a 
sneering 'Go to church!' so loud that tbe 
pious males and females were terror 
stricken. On the next Sunday the quar- 
ter of a million had Increased to a half 
million, and the 'Go to church!' had be- 
come stronger and more serious, and by 
the third Sunday the measure was al- 
ready revoked."

PHILADELPHIA LETTCH.

Philadelphia, Sept. 25, 1901. 


The street scenes are changing. 
The Summer girl is returning. Ton 


know her by the bountiful coat of tai 
which she has brought back with her ant 
which she proudly displays on Chestnut 
street while telling her friend what 
"perfectly lovely" time she had while at 
this or that Summer resort. What an 
everchanging picture is 
presented on 


Chestnut street, the one fashionable prom- 
enade of the city. Of all motion pictures 
this is the real thing. During the hoi 
Summer days Chestnut street is almost 
deserted for the usual promenaders are 
out of town or many of them/ But now 
it is again resuming its wonted appearance 
—crowded during certain portions of the 
day between Broad and Eighth streets, by 
men and women on business or pleasure 
bent. A little later the picture will be 
more animated, however, will have more 
life and motion in it. 
On Saturday after- 


noons when the theatres pour out their 
auaieucss to swell the tide of strollers, 
the street is interesting for those who de- 
light to observe people, even if they are 
utter stiangers to the watchers. To me 
humanity is a great book with an endless 
story. There is the real pn se and the 
living poetry of life What cheer, what sad 
ness; what romances, what tragedies in 
th'is real book of life! The book is never 
closed. The characters are never out of 
sight. That is, when some retire or ans- 
wer the great summons others take their 
places and the making of the story goes 
on and on. And here on Chestnut .street 
we read it in endless variety. In the ear- 
ly morning noure the street is peopled bv 
the toilers on their way to their places of 
business. 


There is nothing of gayety, either, in the 


appearance or the conversation of tnese 
early morning pedestrians. To them life 
is a serious matter. Then, later, comes 
the army of shoppers, mostly women. 
Then, about noon, the business people out 
for lurch, become 
conspicuous 
again. 


About the middle of the aternoon the real 
strollers appear upon the scene and the 
hold sway until six o'clock when thej 
is deserted by the fashionables andt 
for an hour or more men and women 're- 
turning from business are moet in evidence.- 
At night, during the Summer season 
Chestnut street is comparatively deserted. 
But when the theatres are open there are 
gay crowds on this popular" promenade, 
both before and after the performances in 
the play houses. And when it is "foot- 
ball night," well, then Bedlam reigns. 


In all these crowds there is variety and 


much of interest. 
Now and then you 


overhear bits of conversation and merry 
laughter and you sometimes are enabled to 
"peice out" the story. 


One sees all sorts of things on Chestnut 


street. But I have never seen a funeral 
procession pass up or down this street. 
Have you? Doesn't it impress you that the 
strollers on Chestnut street are there for 
pleasure? Of course, it is quite a busi- 
ness street but I am writing of the pano- 
ramic street scenes and "cut out" busi- 
ness for the lighter and gayer views. 


And the return of the Summer Girl has

ornamentations to divert the attention of 
the spectator's mind from the scene upon 
the stage, and the effect is surpassingly 
fine. 


"The seating capacity of the Garrick 


approximates 2200. There are three sec- 
tions within the play house. 
The parquet 


covers the entire first floor. The second 
floor will be known as the balcony. The 
third floor will be called the family circle. 
"The stage is a splended effort of the- 
atrical construction. From 
a strictly 


practical standpoint i^Sntaina every fa- 
cility known to maKrn stagecraft, and 
every convenience that good judgment and 
knnowledge of things theatrical can sug- 
gest. Like the floors in other parts of the 
bouse, the stage flooi is boarded upon a 
solid foundation -of brick and concrete 
through which the various boxes and traps 
are cut.

An asbestos drop cur- 
tain, to be operated by electricity will 
make the fourth wall of the stage and if 
every piece of the stage most elaborate 
scenic production was blazing upon its 
floor it would be absolutely harmless to 
the people in the auditorium."

Dinar People Are Color Blind, 


A curious fact about the eye as re- 


gnrds its perception of color Is that one 
in 20 persons is afflicted with red blind- 
ness. In the normal eye the edges of the 
retina are not sensitive to the sensation 
ef red light—that is, cannot see red color. 
In some eyes this peculiarity will extend 
Itsi If to half the extent of the retina, and 
In yery many others (to no less Indeed 
tiinn one in 20) this spreads over the 
whole of the retina. The possessors of 
such eyes will confuse in the most curious 
manner dark green and yellow with red. 
This is not always apparent, but a few 
tests will surely bring It out, and we 
should be amazed to find how many of us 
arc subject to this partial color blindness. 
~ 
ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Habits Acquired by the People 'Who 


Work In Them. 


White arsenic Is the form In which or- 


•enlc Is taken by the peasants of Styria 
and the Tyrol. Professor Schallgrueber 
of daete was the first to call attention to 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822 to the Austrian government on 
the cans* of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. He 
found that arsenic was kept In most of 
thf houses In upper Styna under tne 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenranch," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, bnt for 
mnny years afterward tbe arsenic eaters 
wore generally disbelieved In, and It was 
not till 1860 that C. Heise published con- 
vincing' evidence. 
Arsenic Is principally eaten by hunters 


and woodcutter* with the object of ward- 
ins off fatlgne and improving their stay- 
ins powers. Owing to the fact that the 
tale of arsenic Is illegal In Austria with- 
out a doctor'* certificate it is difficult to 
obtain definite Information of a habit 
which is kept as secret as possible. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Lorenso, in that district 
the arsenic i* taken fasting, usually in » 
cup of coifee, the first dose being minute, 
but increased day by day until It some- 
times amount* to the enormous dose of 
12 or 15 grains. He found that the ar- 
senic eaters were usually long lived, 
tliongh liable to mdden death. Tbey bave 
a very fresh, yontbfnl appearance and 
are seldom attacked by infectious dis- 
enses. 
After the first dose the usual symptomn 


of alight arsenic poisoning are evident, 
but these soon disappear on continuing 
the treatment. 


In tbe arsenic factories of Salzberg it is 


Hated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon succumb to the fume*. The 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. Heise that be had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before taking up his 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor after 80 and that In any case aft- 
er 60 yean of age the dally dose should 
l« gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


firmed arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, he im- 
mediately onccnmbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this Is gradually to acclimatise the sys- 
tem by reducing tbe dose from day to 
clay.

We have advanced a long way beyond 


the day when ambitious young Nicholas 
Nickleby found his only opportunity of 
becoming a teacher In Wackford Sqneere' 
famous advertisement, "N. B.—Assistant 
master wanted; £5 annual salary." The 
fitting of schools with teachers and 
teachers with schools is now a distinct 
business, one of the myriads of later day 
Industries which flourish in the metrop- 


In the city are several agencies which 


do a large and remunerative business ill 
furnishing institutions of learning with 
teachers. These agencies are in constant 
touch with colleges and normal schools 
on one hand and with the schools of the 
country on the other. The agency deals 
in teachers almost as a merchant does in 
dry goods. The agency studies its cus- 
tomers and knows the availability of the 
material it places on the market. 


Providing a school with a teacher has 


come to be almost entirely a business 
transaction. The normal school or col- 
lege is the factory which can be relied 
upon to turn ont a certain number of 
teachers annually. The agency is the 
market place, and the agent is the sales- 
man who disposes of the college product 
to the consumers, the ever increasing 
tchools of the country. 


One of the largest of the city agencies 


is on the second floor of a quiet old build- 
ing not for from Union square. In the 
main office, which is carpeted and hand- 
somely furnished, eight clerks are at 
work answering letters and applications 
from both prospective teachers and from 
schools. In an inner office the aspirant 
for the ofiice of pedagogue Is put through 
a seiiea of questions to test his or her 
ability. On the result of *his interview 
depends the classification in which his 
services are placed upon the market. 


An idea of the modus operand! of the 


teachers' supply business as it is conduct- 
ed was given to the writer a few days ago 
by the manager of this agency. It is usu- 
ally in junior year at college that a young 
man decides upon his profession. If it be 
teaching, he opens a correspondence with 
the agency, of whose existence he is, first 
informed by the college authorities. TJie 
return mall brings him a blank, which he 
fills out with answers to many questions. 
He has to tell all about himself, from his 
religion to his ability in athletics. 
He 


also furnishes 
references 
which 
the 


agency carefully Investigates. 
If they 


are satisfactory, the young man Is invited 
to visit the agency during hli next vaca- 
tion. On that occasion the questions put 
to him are verbal ones. His manners, 
his bearing, his conversation, are all care- 
fully noted and recorded. He is then in- 
formed as to what sort of a teacher's po- 
sition he is eligible for, and bis name is 
in the market. 


So much for the history of the appli- 


cant's side of the transaction, but all the 
time that his eligibility is being consid- 
ered orders are coming in for teachers. 
Boards of education in various cities 
want teachers for public schools. 
City 


private schools need instructors. 
Rich 


men wiite for tutors for their sons, and 
there is a demand for governesses and 
kmdcrgartners. 


All the delicate questions of the adapta- 


bility of the applicant for the place must 
be decided by the agent. 
He brings to 


his task the result of years of experience, 
and on its successful performance depends 
the receipt of future orders for teachers. 
From both school and applicant the agent 
receives a commission as his profit on the 
transaction. 


"I am not a teacher myself," said the 


manager of the ogency spoken of, "and 
never have been one. In fact, I could 
never quite understand why any clever 
young person wants to be a teacher. 


"I suppose it is because teaching is an 


intellectual pursuit, and the number of 
vocations of that kind Is not on the in- 
crease nowadays. It is certainly a fact 
that the list of men and women who as- 
pire to be teachers grows longer every 
year, although much more is required of a 
teacher now than formerly. 
, 


"There was a time when the scholarly 


attainments and good moral character of 
an applicant were the only things consid- 
ered, but that time is past. A teacher to 
succeed nowadays must have good man- 
ners and address. He must have savoir 
faire and be able to set an example to 
his pupils In culture and refinement. 


"The ordinary pay of a teacher at the 


beginning is $000 per year. By an exhi- 
bition of special excellence In his depart- 
ment he can rise in the profession to be a 
principal or even I college professor. Al- 
though the work of the primary school 
teacher is infinitely more exacting be is 
not paid nearly so well as one who labors 
in high or even intermediate grades. 


"For reasons which are incomprehensi- 


ble to me women teachers are never paid 
as much as men for the same work. It is 
not at nil unusual for us to receive a let- 
ter from some school requesting a teach- 
er for some particular department. 
It 


makes no difference to us, the letter will 
say, whether yon send ns a man or wom- 
an, but if a man tbe salary will be a third 
more than to a woman. 


"Because a teacher fails to make a suc- 


cess in his first charge it does not at all 
follow that he Is unfitted for the profes- 
sion. In fact, I frequently send teachers 
to beginners' positions in the belief that 
the experience they will receive there will 
only fit them for the more serious work 
which will come later on. 


"The one besetting sin of yotmg Inex- 


perienced teachers is conceit. They think 
they know it all. To attempt to reason 
with them or to offer suggestions is worse 
than useless. The only thing to do is to 
place them under a year's contract as 
masters of a lot of boys, In some distant 
school; whose chief ambition is to make 
the teacher's life miserable. If tbey do 
not lose their conceit during that year's 
mauling and annoyance, we decide that 
they are Impossible, bnt they usually do, 
and when they apply to as for a second 
engagement they are usually exception- 
ally competent."—New York Mail and 
Express.
